Defense  Secretary  Robert  S.  McNamara  has 
an  order  prohibiting  all  military  personnel  from 
segregated  off-base  housing  after  July  1 in  the  imme 
diate  vicinity  of  Andrews  AFB,  Md.

His  June  22  action  constitutes  yet  another  action 
taken  by  Mr.  McNamara  in  his  pledge  to  end  housing 
discrimination  against  military  personnel. 


“Thousands  of  men  in  uniform  and  their  families 
are  being  subjected  to  humiliating  discrimination  by 
the  refusal  of  landlords  to  rent  or  to  sell  housing  to 
them  because  of  their  race  or  their  creed  or  their 
color,”  the  Defense  Secretary  told  a June  22  Pentagon 
news  conference. 


He  then  explained  that  his  June  22  Memo  to  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Military  Departments  entitled  “Un- 
satisfactory Housing  of  Negro  Military  Families  Liv- 
ing Off-Post  in  the  Andrews  Air  Force  Base  Area” 
reflected  his  determination  to  halt  such  discrimination. 


Mr.  McNamara  described  the  forthcoming  actions  at 
Andrews  AFB  established  in  his  Memo  as  but  a first 
step  in  the  program. 

DOD’s  stepped-up  nationwide  effort  dates  back  to 
April  11  when  then  Deputy  Defense  Secretary  Cyrus  R. 
Vance  ordered  commanders  of  installations  with  500  or 
more  military  population  to  hold  equal  opportunity 
rental  talks  with  landlords  in  the  vicinity  of  their  bases 
and  to  prepare  a census  of  cooperating  and  non- 
cooperating landlords  by  July  15. 

The  April  11  “Vance  Memo”  also  established  the 
Metropolitan  Washington  area  “as  a model  program 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Defense  (Manpower)  so  as  to  gain  experience  which 
can  be  made  available  to  Commanding  Officers  through- 
out the  United  States.” 

The  highlights  of  Mr.  McNamara’s  June  22  memo- 
randum are  as  follows: 

• The  rental  restriction  area  was  limited  to  the  area 
within  approximately  3%  miles  from  the  center  of 
Andrews  AFB  where  military  personnel  are  concen- 
trated and  prefer  to  live.  It  applies  to  apartments 
and  trailer  courts  within  this  area. 

• The  use  of  a mileage  range  at  Andrews  does  not 
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XC-142  VSTOL  Aircraft  Scheduled 
To  Begin  Tests  at  Pope  AFB,  N.C. 

The  new  tri-service  XC-142  vertical/short  takeoff 
and  landing  aircraft  will  soon  begin  tests  at  Pope  AFB, 
N.C.,  home  of  the  Tactical  Air  Command’s  Airlift 
Center. 

Brig.  Gen.  Joseph  N.  Donovan,  commander  at  the 
center,  told  a meeting  of  the  Reserve  Officer  Associa- 
tion in  San  Francisco:  “The  aircraft  has  lifted  8,000 
pounds  vertically  and  twice  that  much  in  its  short 
take-off  role.” 

The  XC-142  is  an  assault  transport  designed  to  carry 
32  fully-equipped  combat  troops.  It  combines  helicopter 
and  transport  design  specifications  into  an  airplane  that 
will  take  off  and  land  vertically. 

Designed  and  manufactured  by  Ling-Temco-Vought, 
the  XC-142  has  been  undergoing  development  testing 
by  all  three  military  services.  To  take  off  or  land 
vertically,  the  wings  can  be  tilted  100  degrees.  In 
addition,  four  turboprop  engines  are  interconnected.  If 
one  should  fail,  the  other  three  could  drive  the  fourth 
propeller  by  means  of  gears  and  cross  shafting. 

Using  the  cross  shafting,  the  aircraft  can  cruise  on 
two  engines,  while  driving  all  four  propellers.

mean  that  mileage  will  necessarily  be  the  basis  for 
any  similar  future  action.  Geographical  limits  were  set 
to  tackle  the  prime  off-base  rental  problem  there.  The 
Andrews  formula  may  or  may  not  be  applicable  to 
other  bases. 

• Restrictions  were  announced  only  after  talks  with 
landlords  in  the  prime  Andrews  area  failed  to  produce 
desired  results.  About  50  percent  of  the  landlords 
said  they  would  desegregate  if  75  percent  would  agree 
to  do  so,  but  75  percent  did  not  agree. 

• Sanctions  were  based  in  part  on  a survey  of  Negro 
service  families  which  showed  these  salient  facts:  70 
percent  are  dissatisfied  with  current  off-base  housing; 
59  percent  reported  difficulty  in  obtaining  housing;  of 
this  percentage,  60  percent  said  the  trouble  was  due 
to  racial  discrimination. 

• The  rental  ban  is  not  retroactive  and  will  require 
no  “lease  breaking.”  It  applies  solely  to  military  per- 
sonnel moving  into  this  particular  Andrews  AFB  area 
or  changing  residence  in  that  area  after  July  1. 

• Individual  landlords,  who  give  written  assurances 
that  they  offer  equal  opportunity  rental  housing  on  a 
government-provided  easy-to-fill-out  form,  will  be 
placed  on  approved  housing  lists;  thereby  becoming 
eligible  to  rent  to  military  personnel. 

• To  insure  military  personnel  receive  full  informa- 
tion so  they  can  comply,  “Housing  Referral  Offices” 
have  been  established  by  all  services  at  all  bases,  posts 
and  military  installations  in  the  Metropolitan  Wash- 
ington area,  extending  from  Ft.  Meade,  Md.,  to  Ft. 
Belvoir,  Va. 

• These  “Housing  Referral  Offices”  will  constantly 
exchange  updated  information  about  rental  complexes 
offering  equal  opportunity  housing  and  those  which 
do  not. 

• The  individual  officer  and  enlisted  man  has  the 
responsibility  of  reporting  to  these  “Housing  Referral 
Offices”  before  entering  into  rental  arrangements.  This 
requirement  is  necessary  to  permit  the  member  to 
rent  from  equal  opportunity  rental  lists. 

Commanders  should  note  that  some  news  reports 
called  Mr.  McNamara’s  action  at  Andrews  an  “Off 
Limits”  order  which  the  Secretary  indicated  was  de- 
scriptive only  in  layman’s  language.  His  prohibition 
applies  only  to  off-base  rentals  at  specific  addresses 
where  landlords  will  not  offer  military  personnel  de- 
segregated housing.  It  carries  no  implication  that 
servicemen  may  not  visit  civilian  friends  in  such  hous- 
ing owned  by  non-cooperating  landlords.

DOD  Memo  Changes  Policy 
On  Ready  Reserve  Assignment 

Inactive  reservists  serving  the  remainder  of  their 
military  obligation  can  no  longer  be  involuntarily 
assigned  to  Ready  Reserve  units,  according  to  Deputy 
Secretary  of  Defense  Cyrus  R.  Vance. 

In  a memorandum  presented  by  Mr.  Vance  to  the 
Secretaries  of  the  military  services,  the  Deputy  Sec- 
retary of  Defense  said  those  reservists  who  have  com- 
pleted two  or  more  years  of  active  military  service 
“will  not  be  involuntarily  assigned  to  Ready  Reserve 
units  for  drill  purposes  . . .” 

Secretary  Vance  said  personnel  currently  assigned 
involuntarily  to  units  “contrary  to  the  . . . policy,” 
will  be  released  from  the  assignment  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, “but  not  later  than  Dec.  1,  1967.” 

The  only  exception  to  this  policy,  Mr.  Vance  said, 
would  be  if  it  was  determined  a vacancy  in  a Ready 
Reserve  unit  cannot  otherwise  be  filled  following  “dili- 
gent recruiting  efforts.” 

Mr.  Vance  said  that  “in  no  event  shall  a man  who 
has  served  in  Vietnam  be  involuntarily  assigned”  to 
a Ready  Reserve  unit. 

“This  policy  excludes  those  Naval  reservists  who 
enlisted  in  the  reserves  under  an  agreement  to  serve 
two  years  of  active  duty  and  the  balance  of  their 
service  in  the  Naval  Reserve,”  the  Vance  memorandum 
said. 
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Army  Reports  Improved 
Security  Clearance  Rate 

The  average  time  to  complete  back- 
ground investigations  (Bis)  on  U.S. 
Army  personnel  and  the  time  re- 
quired to  complete  Army  National 
Agency  Checks  (NACs)  has  been  re- 
duced considerably,  according  to  an 
Army  spokesman. 

In  May  1956  the  Secretary  of  De- 
fense directed  all  the  services  to  re- 
duce the  amount  of  time  it  takes  to 
complete  personnel  security  investi- 
gations. At  that  time  the  average 
time  for  a BI  check  was  86  days  and 
47.2  days  for  an  NAC. 

By  May  1967  these  completion  times 
had  been  reduced  to  an  average  of 
34  days  for  the  BI  and  14  to  15  days 
for  the  NAC.  The  reduction  was  ac- 
complished without  a loss  in  quality. 

The  more  rapid  completions  are  at- 
tributable to  the  centralization  of  the 
Army’s  personnel  security  investiga- 
tive responsibilities  under  a single 
command — the  U.S.  Army  Intelligence 
Command  (USAINTC) — and  to  the 
managerial  improvements  initiated  by 
USAINTC  in  case  processing  and 
control. 

USAINTC  also  has  executive  agent 
jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  De- 
fense National  Agency  Check  Center 
(DNACC)  and  the  Defense  Central 
Index  of  Investigations. 

Separate  Clothing  Rate 
Established  (or  WAF 

Air  Force  has  announced  establish- 
ment of  a separate  monthly  clothing 
allowance  for  Women  in  the  Air 
Force,  effective  July  1. 

The  change  was  brought  about  by 
a concurrent  increase  in  women’s 
clothing  costs.  New  WAF  clothing 
price  lists  show  increases  in  14  items, 
lower  prices  for  three  items,  and  an 
overall  cost  increase  of  $50.61. 

The  new  monthly  WAF  basic  al- 
lowance will  be  $5.70  and  the  stand- 
ard allowance  $8.70. 

Allowances  for  male  airmen  remain 
unchanged — $5.10  basic  (under  four 
years’  service)  and  $7.80  standard.

Brig.  Gen.  E.  T.  Podufaly  Named 
Pacific  Division  Engineer 

Army  has  upgraded  the  post  of  di- 
vision engineer,  Pacific  Ocean  Division 
to  brigadier  general  status. 

Brig.  Gen.  Edward  T.  Podufaly  was 
named  to  the  post  by  Lt.  Gen.  Wil- 
liam F.  Cassidy,  Army’s  Chief  of 
Engineers. 

The  announcement  attributed  the 
upgrading  of  the  post  to  increasing 
requirements  for  coordinating  major 
Army  Engineer  construction  activities 
on  behalf  of  the  Air  Force,  Navy  and 
other  agencies  in  a large  offshore  area 
embracing  Hawaii,  Marshall  Islands, 
Okinawa,  Taiwan,  Korea  and  Japan. 

Col.  Walter  L.  Winegar,  who  has 
been  division  engineer  since  January 
1966,  will  remain  as  Gen.  Podufaly’s 
deputy. 

Gen.  Podufaly  has  been  Deputy  Di- 
rector, Topography  and  Military  En- 
gineering, Office  of  the  Chief  of  En- 
gineers, since  June  1963. 
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Air  Training  Commander 
Reviews  Promotion  Outlook 
For  Air  Force  Officers 

A top-ranking  Air  Force  officer  has 
estimated  that  some  65  percent  of  all 
Air  Force  generals  and  colonels  cur- 
rently serving  on  active  duty  will 
retire  by  1970. 

Speaking  before  the  graduating 
class  at  Navigators  School,  Mather 
AFB,  Calif.,  Lt.  Gen.  Sam  Maddux 
Jr.,  Commander,  Air  Training  Com- 
mand, said  that  an  estimated  30,000 
of  the  current  130,000  Air  Force  of- 
ficers will  retire  by  1972. 

This  high  rate  of  retirement,  the 
general  said,  brings  to  recently  com- 
missioned officers  the  possibility  of 
promotion  to  colonel  within  12  to  15 
years.  He  told  the  newly  commis- 
sioned second  lieutenants  that  they 
would  be  eligible  for  promotion  to 
captain  after  three  and  a half  years, 
cutting  a year  off  the  previous  time 
in  grade  requirement. 

Gen.  Maddux  also  pointed  out  that 
room  at  the  top  created  by  a high 
rate  of  retirement  means  there  will 
be  more  openings  at  the  field  grades 
of  major,  lieutenant  colonel  and 
colonel. 


Army  Plans  History 
Of  Vietnam  War 

Plans  for  an  official  U.S.  Army 
history  of  the  war  in  Vietnam  are 
proceeding  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and 
Saigon,  the  Defense  Department  has 
announced. 

Army’s  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Mili- 
tary History  said  the  history,  esti- 
mated to  include  10  volumes,  will  in- 
clude administration,  logistics,  engi- 
neer and  medical  activities  as  well  as 
combat  and  advisory  roles. 

Nineteen  military  history  detach- 
ments, consisting  of  an  officer  and  an 
enlisted  man  each,  will  operate  at 
Army  Headquarters  in  Saigon  and 
with  each  field  force,  division,  separate 
brigade  and  support  command  to  pro- 
vide support  for  the  project. 
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
